G.S.R. 1298. — I't exercise of th’ powers conferred by the proviso (o article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the Plan- 
ning Commission (Joint Director— Scientific Research) Recruitment Rules, 1971, the President hereby makes the following rules to regulate 
the method of recruitment to the post of Joint Director (Scientific Research) in the Planning Commission, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Planning Commission (Joint Director— Scientific Research) 
Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay . — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and olher matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 
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4. Disqualification . — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax . — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
in respect of any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

2. Number, classification and scale of pay : -The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
he as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Scheduled annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Scheduled aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications : — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personnel law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
w ith respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard,

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Operator Treadle machine in the Directorate of Advertising and

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may be called the Directorate of Advertising and Visual Publicity (Operator 
Treadle Machine) Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay : — The number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. .—The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualification and 
other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, 

4. Disqualification : — No person, — 

(a) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, or 

(b) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, shall bo eligible for appointment to the 
said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of opinion thal it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, by order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Savings Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1319.— In exercise of the powers conferred hy the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the 
Central Public Works Department (Subordinate Offices) Fire Fighting Staff Recruitment Rules, 1961, the President hereby makes the fol- 
lowing rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Fire Fighting Staff in the Central Public Works Department n airi- 
ly : — 

1. Short Title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the Central Public Works Department (Subordinate Offices) 
Fire Fighting Staff Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application : — Those rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number of Posts, classification and scale of pay: — The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2, 3, and 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications ' The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other mat- 

ters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of the aforesaid Schedule. 

5. Disqualification : No person, 

(a) who has entered inlo or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of these 
rules. 


6. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government front time 
to time in this regard.

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters re 
lating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed may be relaxed in the ease of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled- 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to time by the Central Government. 

4. Disqualification, — No, person, 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriac with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and theie arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to bo provided for the members of the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, in sub-rule (1) of 
rule 96ZN, for the portion beginning with the words '’There 
shall be marked” and ending with the words “any other 
criteria laid down in the said Explanation", the following 
shall he substituted, namely:— 

“There shall be marked on the label and container of 
each drug or medicinal prparation which is sought 
to be removed without attracting duty liability 
under Item No. 14E of the First Schedule to the 
Act by reason of such drug or medicinal preparation 
bearing on itself and its container a name which 
is specified in a monograph in a Pharmacopoeia, 
Formulary or other publications notified by the 
Central Government in the Official Gazette in pur- 
suance of Explanation I to the said Item No. 14E 
and by reason of such drug or medicinal prepara- 
tion not attracting duty liability under the said 
Item No. 14E by virtue of any other criteria laid 
down in the said Explanation.”
